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Introduction 


Through its Industrial Waste Diversion 
Program, the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment provides technical and 
financial assistance for projects that 
divert by reduction, reuse, and recycling, 
hazardous and non-hazardous 
industrial/commercial waste from 
disposal. Eligible proponents include 
industries, commerial operations, and 
institutions. 

For information on the types of 
projects and costs eligible for funding 
support, consult the “Industrial Waste 
Diversion Program” pamphlet, available 
through the Ministry’s Public Information 
Centre (416-323-4321) or by calling one 
of the Ministry’s Regional Offices. 

Present provincial targets for 
waste diversion consist of 25 per cent 
diversion from disposal by 1992 and 
50 per cent diversion by the year 2000 
The eligibility for Ministry funding and 
the degree of funding is determined in 
large part by the type, quantity, and 
environmental impact of industrial 
waste proposed for diversion in order to 
meet these objectives.

The purpose of this guide is to help the 
proponent prepare a detailed proposal, 
and to help the Ministry of the 
Environment understand and evaluate 
the proposed project. It provides only 
guidelines to structure your proposal. 
You may add/delete details, sections 
and appendices as appropriate. 

If a section is not applicable, 
mark it as N/A (“not applicable”). 
This may be appropriate especially for 
proposed research or demonstration 
projects.
